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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-35 are allowed. 

Re claims 1,11,24: Arndt et al. disclosed a method for adjusting 
a hearing aid device adapted to be worn at the body of a person, 
said hearing aid device having a microphone system that, when 
said hearing-aid device is worn, and having a signal processor 
connected to a filter arrangement, and to said microphone system 
( " Fig. l-2;page 3 line 18-14 , page 3 line 33-37 '/hearing aid is 
worn at the ear " ) , comprising the steps of: subjecting a test 
object to an acoustic signal originating from an external signal 
source remote from the test object ( " fig. 1 (11-14) " ) ; receiving 
the acoustic signal at the test object at a location on the test 
object corresponding to a location on the person at which the 
microphone system is disposed when the hearing aid device is 
worn by the person, thereby obtaining a first received 
signal ( " fig. 1 (1) -first microphone at fig. 2 (2). " ) ; also 
receiving said acoustic signal at an auditory canal of the test 
object, thereby obtaining a second received signal ( " fig. 2(3) ") ; 
determining a correction function from said first and second 
received signals that, when applied to said first received 
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signal, at least approximately converts said first received . 
signal into said second received signal; and adjusting said 
filter arrangement in said signal processor to apply said 
correction function to said microphone signal before processing 
in said signal processor ( " Fig. 2 (4, 5) , page 2 line 20-21 "). 

Arndt et al . fail to disclose of the correction function, 
when applied to said first received signal, at least 
approximately convert said first signal into second received 
signal and producing an adjusted hearing aid outer ear, or 
similarly correcting an error with respect to acoustic input 
that would be generated in the canal and the error is due to the 
microphone being disposed outside of the auditory canal of the 
user that despite the microphone, system, when worn, being 
outside the auditory canals of the person, simulates an acoustic 
signal received in the auditory canals. With, Arndt et al . fail 
to anticipate nor render obvious the above limitations as cited.
